IRS has $27.6 million for Alabamians who have not filed a 2003 tax return 


Unclaimed refunds totaling 
nearly $27.6 million await 
about 27,000 Alabamians who 
have.,yet to file a federal 
iticome tax return for 2003, the 
Igternal Revenue Service 
afnounced today. To collect 
the money, they must file a 
return for 2003 with an IRS 
office no later than Tues., April 
17, 2007. 

Based on IRS records, half 
of the Alabamians who could 
claim refunds would receive 
more than $600. In some 
cases, these individuals had 
taxes withheld from. their 
wages, or made payments 
against their taxes out of self- 
employed earnings, but had too 
little income to require filing a 
tax return, Some may also be 
eligible for the refundable 
Earned Income Tax Credit. 

“These people will be filing 
late, however there is no penal- 
ty when a refund is due. But 
they won't get the money we 
owe them unless they file a 
return,” said IRS spokesman 
Dan Boone.

In addition, the 
refund will be applied to any 
amounts still owed to the IRS 
and may be used to satisfy 
unpaid child support or past 
due federal debts such as stu- 
dent loans. 

By failing to file a return, 
individuals stand to lose more 
than refunds of taxes withheld 
or paid during 2003. Many 
low-income workers may not 
have claimed the Earned 
Income Tax Credit (EITC), 
Although eligible taxpayers 
may get a refund when their 
EITC is more than what they 
owe in tax, those who file 


returns more than three years”! 
late would ‘be able only. to ' 
apply it toward the taxes they © 
owe (if any). They would not ; 
be able to receive a refund if 
the credit exceeded their tax. 

Generally, unmarried indi- 
viduals qualified for the EITC 
if'in 2003 they earned less than 
$33,692 and had more than one 
qualifying child living with 
them, earned less than $29,666 
with one qualifying child, or 
earned less than $11,230 and 
had no qualifying child. Limits 
are slightly higher for married 
individuals filing jointly.

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Utility officials defend rate increases in Elba

Recent increases in electric 
rates by the Elba Water and 
Electric Board have caused 
problems with many household 
budgets and thus corresponding 
complaints to city hall. 

Utility officials defend the 


_ increases as just passing on 


increases in wholesale power 
cost and other operating expens- 
es. Their position is that it 
should have been done a year 
ago. 

A quick comparison review of 
audited financials for the past 
four years show power costs to 
the. utility have definitely 
increased. 

In 2003 the Elba utility spent 
$2,318,265 for purchased 
wholesale power. This number 
increased some in 2004 to 
$2,326,719. Then in ,2005 the 
annual cost rose to $2,690,437 
and in 2006 it jumped up over a 
half million dollars and zoomed 
passed the three million dollar 
mark to $3,226,820. 

While these numbers are not 
adjusted for possible increases 
in total power purchased, there 
has ‘been no major increase in 
industrial, commercial nor resi- 
dential growth during this time 
period. There has in fact been 
some drop in activity in all three 
categories. 

The budget comparison num- 
bers can get confusing in a news

maintenance cost dropped by $ 
60,000. However these were 
more than offset by the meter 
upgrade program which was 
$362,937 in 2005 and additional 
costs are occurring each year as 
the program itself expands. This 
should be a labor cost saver in 
the long run, but initally it is 
very expensive. 

Another point made by Elba 
utility officials is that Elba rates 
have historically been lower 
than those of other: utilities. 
They cite the Elba rate of $98 
for 1000 KWH, both winter and 
summer, 

On a list of 20 utilities, 
including Alabama Power, Gulf 
Power and 18 co-ops, Elba rates 
were lower both winter and 
summer combined than any 
other utility. These numbers 
were accurate as of February 15 
of this year. 

Alabama Power had lower 
winter rates, but higher summer 
rates. The same was true for one 
unidentified co-op, The other 
co-op rates ranged from $104.60 
per 1000 KWH to $138.70 per 
1000 KWH, year round. These 
numbers did not include any 
applicable taxes, but did include 
the various fuel adjustment add 
ons for the month of February. 

Then addressing the recent 
rate increase, an actual bill to an 
Elba resident was computed at 
the previous utility, rate and the 
new rates. The results were as

The old rate would: have 
been $215.20. However the Fuel 
Adjustment dropped from 
$23.86 to $11.93. That netted 
out to an increase of $33.40 for 
electricity.
